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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Lynch 
et al. clearly discloses in col. 15, lines 22-23 that the register stack (84) is also for storing results of floating point operations including 
square root. Lynch et al. further discloses in the bridging paragraph of cols. 15 and 16 that the register stack (84) having a register field 
(78) with an associated tag field (89) for stoting value and tag for each operand stored therein. In addition, Lynch et al. discloses in figure 
6 a tag generation (144) for each operation result (step 144 of fig. 6). Therefore, although Lynch et al. does not explicitly disclose a 
ggresulting stams embedded with the resulting floating operand", the teachings of an associated tag field for each operand in the register 
stack that stores operand results, and a tag generation for each result would make it obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to store 
the both the result with its associated tag generated by steps 144 in a register field (78) and its associated tag field (89) of the register 
stack (84), respectively, in order to quickly determine its status in subsequence operations. A prima facie case of obiousness has clearly 
been established. . 
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
